invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-14 and 22 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Wu (US Pub No. 2002/0044998). 

Wu (US Pub No. 2002/0044998) teaches a defatted desalted whey product that 
is high in lactalbumin as is claimed (see entire document, especially Example 2). 

The claims appear to differ as to the recitation of specific bioactive proteins. 

The bioactive proteins are inherent to that of Wu as the same components and 
process steps are used. 

Ballard et al (US 6319522), Scheder (US 3687682), and Kuwata et al (abstract 
only) are cited as of interest.
